to the French on the grounds that it would engender sufficient 
French antagonism to discourage able Indochinese fro# approaching 
bin. Moreover, it la impossible to by-pass the French on the 
natter of Visas. 



■It is suggested that CFA set up a Southeast Asia head- 
quarters in Manila staffed with one or two Americans, several 
Filipinos, and, insofar as possible, one or acre Indonesians, 
Indochinese, Thais, humans, etc. While It is unlikely that 
a big-oam* Indochinese could come, it could probebly ho arranged 
far a representative of a big name such as Tram Van Ly, G over n o r 
CVV to do so* However, there might be difficulties In sending 
anyon e presently in Indochina because of recent mobilisation 
restrictions on travel. If this difficulty is not overcom e, 
the Committee may well be able to interest Mgo Dlnh Dim, who 
is now la Mew Jersey. 

■A CFA SEA headquarters in Manila should also have a radio 
outlet as well as booster facilities for their 0.S. broadcasts.
